Jaffa man shot to death; 
brother-in-law held

TEL AVIV. — A 32-year-old Jaffa 
resident was shot to death here 
early Friday morning, with police 
arresting the victim's brother-in-law 
for the killing.

That excerpt from the report ilius- 
trates just, one example of the dis- 
location of traditional ways of life 
that South Africa’s blacks living in 
designated ‘whites only” areas are 
undergoing today. 

The report of Africa Publications 
Trust, established as a charity to 
promote the study of African affairs 
and sponsor research, states: “Sepa- 
rate devélopment, the policy of the 
ruling Nationalist Party, is designed 
to meet the two dominant needs of 
their policy: an ideological demand 
for race separation to maintain the 


‘| status quo of white supermacy; and 


ap economic demand for rapid in- 
dustrial expansion and future politi- 
cal stability based largely on the 
use of cheap’ and plentiful dlack 
labour which has been the basis of 
the country’s considerable economic 
growth over the past century.” 

In the last 20 years the mass 
forced migration or threatened mi- 
gration of Africans has affected or 
is likely to affect three million peo- 
ple. And, according to the report, 
over eight million are still living in 
the “wrong areas” and are therefore 
vulnerable, 

What the South Africans have done 
ig to create at least ten separate 
territorial units and into these in 
ethnic categories the 16,000,000 
blacks are gradually being forced 
into 13 per cent of the country’s land, 
while the remaining 87 per cent is 
reserved for the 4,000,000 whites. 
This is the culmination of a long 
process. The Land Act of 1913 restric- 
ted African land ownership to 37,000 
square miles or only 7.6 per cent of 
South Africa’s total area. The Native 
Trust and Land Act of 1936 increased 
this to 129 per cent with the rest 
of the country reserved for white 
occupation, 

Between 1960 and 1970 well over 
1,000,000 Africans were pushed out 
of areas designated for white occu- 
pation, In reality what is occurring 
is that migratory work-seeking pale 
terns have been reversed by forced 
mass removals. Whole families are 
pushed out of the towns to black 
townships. The men who are needed 
are allowed back to work in the 
white-controlied industries and mines 
but they cannot take their families 
with them. 

Africans are moved to inferior 
and overcrowded land on the “re- 
serves” where they are not allowed 
to keep their cattle. In many cases 
πὸ compensation is paid when hou- 
ses are bulldozéd and people forced 
to move.

This double hypothesis 
from a seven-year survey recently 
at the Sheba Medical 


likelfhood the sun's rays, much more 
than endocrine factors, as former- 
ly believed, causes women to have 
50 per cent more melanomas than 
men, 

The survey, recently published in 
the journal of the National Cancer 
Institute in the US., was conducted 
by Professor Baruch Modan, head 
of the Department of Clinical Epi- 
demiology, with Dr, Moshe Movsho- 
να. of Tel Aviv, as co-author. It 
dealt with the seven-year period — 
ending in 1967 — a date which is 
highly significant since it precedes 
the generei introduction of the mini- 
skirt in Israel. 

“Tf our theory 15 correct," says 
Professor Modan, “then the Jewish 
community having the least skin 
cancers will be the ultra-orthodox 
Neturei Karta. Its members keep 
nearly all of their ‘hody covered 
throughout the summer and winter. 
Catholic nuns and priests should have 
the same low incidence.” 

‘The survey, which encompassed 
368 found with melanoma, 
leaves little doubt that persons with 
fair skins are more susceptitle to 
melanomas than dark-skinned per- 
sons. Tt also confirms that people

Too much sun can 
invite skin cancer

The Israelis were divided into 
three major groups: 

The first group included immi- 
grants from Moslem countries, the 
overwhelming majority of whom are 
dark-skinned, with their darkly-pig- 
mented skin acting ag a protective 
mechanism, They had the lowest 
incidence. 

Next came the immigrants from 
Europe and the V.S_ (Ashkenazis), 
most of whom are light complect- 
ed, thus lacking the protective me- 
chanism of dark pigmentation. What 
is most remarkable here ig that the 
jonger they were in Jsrael- 
(ie, the more subjected to the 
Mediterranean sun), the more sus- 
ceptible they were to skin cancers 
of this type.

from the Ashkenazi community: 
very few came from the Oriental 
communities. 


As for the second part of the *, 


hypothesis, 
more sitin cancer," this also proves 
correct. There are two parts of the 
body which men and women expose 
approximately the same: the neck 
and trunk Here the ratio between 
the sexes was almost the same. 

But which parts of the bodies do 
women expose more? 

‘The arms and legs, 

‘Women have four times as much 
cancer of the arms as men, with 
the ratio for the lower limbs, which 
women expose both summer and 
winter. They also have twice as 
much on their feet, since women 
‘generally wear sandals, without 
socks, while men are still wearing 
shoes with socks. As for the thighs, 
women have about 30 per cent more. 

Likewise, men have much more 
cancer on that part of their body 
they expose to the sun more than 
women, namely, their bald scalps. 
(You can see a lot of bald shiny 
scalps at the beach, but not only 
hes a woman her ‘crowning glory” 
to protect her, but often stylish 
headgear as well). There was nine 
times as much cancer of the scalp 

men as among women. 

“The mini-skirt introduced in the 
middle 'shrties will probably lead 
to a higher percentage,” says Prof. 
Modan. “Most men wear long pants 
im the summer; if we ever go back 
to wearing shorts, we can expect 
the incidence of skin cancer of the 
thigh to increase among men.”
